That extraordinary uew mammal, the okapi, 
discovered by Sir Harry Johnston in Central 
‘Afrioa, is now to be seen at the Nataral History 
‘uscum, Cromwell Road, on the ground floor. 
Yho skin brought home by Sir Harry chap been 
admirably niounted by Mr. Rowland ‘Ward, and 
e opportunity of formin; 
their own conclusions as to this singular snixial, 
which, efter remaining hidden from tho. gaze

was naturally anxious to obtain an early viow of 
tho new animal.

The Dark 
Continent continues, to the latest hour of its 
history, to maintoia this preeminence.

po extremely: interesting to hoar farthor facts |. 


concerning the habits. and life history of this 
strange mammal. At:present we aro very mach 
in the dark as tothe range and mannor of life 
of the new species. It may be hoped that Sir 
Harry Johnston, to whom we are all ‘indebted 
for" this new and most interesting form of 
animal life, will shortly be able to procure what 
the lawyers term “further and ‘better | par- 
ticulars.” FF 

Upon the whole Oakapia Johustoné, as the 
scientists have labelled it,-can scarely be called 
a handsome contribution to the fauna of Africa. 
It lacks the magnificient appearance of the 
eland, the Koodoo, the sable and roan antelopes, 
the gemsbok,.ang others of the nob‘er forms of 
antelope. It lacks, too, the: unique. and stately 
beauty of the tall giraffe. “Its prototype would, 
goom to have been some creature of the long 
remote past, whon the ancestors of tho giraffo 
and antelopcs were much more nearly alliod 
than are these animals atthe present day. It 
may, porbsps, like the tapir, be looked upon as 
a singular and bizarro instance of arrested 

ljevelopment.— Times.

‘At Sinho wo gotinto the military train wh 
ja ‘used: by soldiers of all nations, but owned by 
the British and, worked by Royal Enginoers. 
Surely a more miscellaneous collection of military’ 
officers never travelled in any train; we were 
British, Germen, Rluesign, Japaneso, Austrisn, 
and go. forth; thé Uhineso were crowded like 
cattle in trucks without rests. 

From Sinho to Tientsin, there was ‘sonrcely 
anything to be seen in, the flat landscape except 
reeds, Chinese gravee, and salt-heaps; but 
overyehere were signs of the war. which only 
ended a year before I write.
